The old royal palace, whigh burned

the present Rumanian dynasty. The 
fire was caused by. a‘ defective flue. 


i Flames from a Chimney ate into the 
garret under the building’s. mansard 
roof. Driven by a brisk wind, they fed 
on the pine floors and walls and finally 
the zinc roof, shooting forth electric- 
blue sparks, crashed rough into the 
vast Throne Room, on the floor be- 
néath where Carol I, uncle of, the 
present ruler, was crowned first King 
of Rumania. 

Meanwhile, two regiments of. soldiers, 
supplementing*the firemen who sought 
to localize the blaze, hastily removed 
the valuable works of art,’ furniture 
and battle flags—objects whose artistic 
and historic value are incalculable— 
and piled them in a confused mass in 
the courtyard.. A strange sight was 
presented by *tantique suits of armor 
salvaged from e Throne Room. 
These, grimly silhouetted‘ against. the 
red gli@re, seemed to stand guard over 


] the royal treasures. 


Prince Nicholas, the King’ gs second 
son, Premier Averescu and all the 
members of his Cabinet were among 
the crowd of onlookers. Once when 
the Prince ventured too close a heavy 
shee of. burning timber fell within a 

feet of him. Had he been hit it 
would probably have killed him. 

Handicapped as they were by old- 
fashioned. and inefficient. equipment 
and lack of high-pressure mains the 
Bucharest firemen displayed .remark- 
able valor. and skill in confining the 
fire to the palace itself. Several of 
them were made unconscious. by inhal- 
ing smoke, but there were no serious 
casualties. 

Two Americans taking movies of the 
blaze were arrested, but both were ré- 
leased almost immediately, although 
their cameras and films were confis- 
cated. 

When the furnace had died down all 
that was. left of the palace ‘ere the 
outer walls. But over the blackened 
facade the royal coat \of arms re- 
mained intact and supporters of the 
dynasty. pointed this out with ‘satis- 
faction, evidently regarding it as a 
good .omen.

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In carrying out. the purposes of the 
budget system so wisely prescribed 
by the Congress in June, 1921, the ex- 
ecutive branch and the legislative 


branch of the Government have been. 


colaborers. It has been a great dem-. 
onstration of cooperation made possi- 
ble by our form of government. The 
results of this united effort have 
gone directly to the people of this 
ration. The real object back of this 
united effort has been to make the 
greatest possible return to the peo- 
ple of the money which was to kcen 
from them to finance the World War. 
And this has been accomplished not 
to the detriment of the Federal ser- 
vice, not by the withholding of ‘funds 
for, necessary and worthy purposes, 
but' to the advantage of that service 
and of the business of the people. It 
hes required us to put our house in 
order and to provide for its. manage- 
ment in a scientific business. way, 
not alone for its current operations, 
but also for its future requirements, 

In a span of a little more than five 
years there have been three substan- 
tial reductions in taxes. The direct 
result of this has been that the peo- 
ple have been permitted to retain 
more of their own earnings for their 
own use and productive investment. 
And from this, ‘and probably to a 
greater extent than from any other 
cause, has come the great prosperity 
which now exists in almost all lines 
in this couzitry. 

In considering the question of fur- 
ther tax reduction there are many 
factors which should be taken into 
accourt. During the past five fiscal 
vears the Treasury has had the bene- 

* fit of receipts aggregating $950,090,000 
representing returns from moneys 
theretofore expended by the United 
States, and, in addition. there has 
been received $400,000,C00 from in- 
come taxes for past years in excess 
of refunds. In the present fiscal 
year the net income from these items 
represents about $250.000,000 of our 
expected receipts. They are now 
ebout ai an .end, and in the fiscal 
year 1928 it is estimated the net re- 
turn from this source will amount to 
less than $50,000,000. We have come 
to the point, therefore, where we will 
have/to rely for thé future entirely 
upon current taxes. The yield from 
current taxes of the Federal Gov- 
ernment is measured by the prosper- 
ity of the American people. 

When business is good and national 
income is high, our revenue from in- 
come taxes based upon a percentage 
of income is also high. But should 

' the national income decline, the Goy- 


ernment would experience a material 


loss of revenues even under existing 
rates of tax. Miscellaneous taxes and 
customs duties are dependent upon 
the purchasing power of the people, 
which also is subject to variation 
with prosperity, and we must expect 
@ decrease in Government revenue 
from these sources with any drop in 
the purchases of the American peo- 
ple. Under these conditions our esti- 
mated surplus of $200,000,000 for 1928 
is none too large an operating margin 
in a business involving an annual ex- 
penditure of more than three and 
one half billions of dollars payable 
from ordinary receipts, or more than 
four billions of dollars when we in- 
clude our postal expenditures pay- 
able from postal receipts. 


New Law Experience Too Ehort. 


The Revenue act of 1926 has been in 
effect but nine months, and the re- 
duction in miscellaneous taxes has 
not yet been fully reflected in reve- 


nue. 
perience with the new law to permit 
an intelligent permanent reduction 


of tax rates. It must be clear to ell 
that a permanent reduction of rates 
affects not only the current fiscal 
year, in which; as I have said, there 
are included n-recurring items ag- 
gregating $250,000,000, but the next 
and succeeding fiscal years in which 
mcn-recurring itéms will no longer be 
material and when current taxés 
may feel the effect of any change in 
our prosperity. Business can easily 
adjust itself to less expenses brought 
about by less taxes, but it is much 
more difficult to make an adjustment 
for more —— made necessary by 
more taxes. 

This is particularly true with re- 
spect to Federal taxes, since the 
necessity of imposing additional 

taxes world arise from a decline in 
prosperity which would decrease gov- 
ernmental revenue below. govern- 
mental expenditures, a decline which 
must also-affect all taxpayers. In- 
creased taxes *o meet Government 
requirements would come at a time 
not of prosperity but of depression, 
and would aggravate the depression. 
‘For these reasons I do not advise the 
present session of Congress to re- 
' duce permanently our tax rates or 
‘abolish any particular tax. Each of 
the three reductions in taxes which 
have been enacted by the Congress 
since the fiscal year 1921 have been 
predicated on an assurance that our 
financial condition warranted it. No 
such assurance can be given today as 
a warrant for future permanent tax 
reduction. 


With our. still enormous natione| ° 


debt amounting to nearly nineteen 
and one-half billion dollars, a sur- 
plus can be no embarrassment, since 
it can be applied without difficulty to 
the reduction of the interest-bearing 
obligations of the Government and 
thus effect a saving in interest costs. 
Interest is the largest single item of 
yovernment expenditure, and its de- 
crease offers the: most fruifful sub- 
i-ct for permanent reduction.of gov- 
ernmental expenditure. We have had 
since the close of, the war an estab- 
lished program ,of debt reduction 
through the sinking fund and appli- 
cation of receipts from foreign debt 
settlements. This should not be dis- 
turbed. But surplus is a factor ir 
debt reduction in addition to the 
items I have just mentioned. In con- 
sidering the question of a lessening 
of the surplus for the current fiscal 
year it is necessary to weigh the de- 
sirability in the present of temporary 
relief to the American. taxpayer 
against desirability in the future of 
greater debt reduction now. Should 
Congress be of the opinion that the 


surplus estimated for the current , 
fiscal year based upon receipts ex- / 


pected to be reseived under the exist- 
ing law i« too large. then I suggest a 
temporary tax reduction measure 
which will cut down this expected 


We have had too short an ex- . 


‘ 


edness maturing on Dec. 15, 1926, and 
the Treasury is relying upon cash to 
be received during that month to 


assist it in meeting this meturity. It 


has seemed to me, therefore, that the 
most ‘practicable way of preventing 
the accumlation by the close of this 
fiscal year of a surplus larger than 
the Congress deems desirable is tod 
authorize a reduction in the~taxes 


which become due in the first six 


months of the next year; that is, a 
reduction on the quarterly tax pay-. 
ments due 
1923. The amount. of this relief, 
should depend upon. the surplus 
which Congress may desire to divert 
from debt reduction to tax reduction. 
It is a problem on which the Hcuse 
under the Constitution must origi- 
nate action. 

With the experience of another 
year’s test of the Revenue act of 


1926, and with a more accurate. 


knowledge: which: the year will give 
of what the future has in store for a 
continuance of our prosperity, we 
can determine what our permanent 
rolicy of taxation shall be. In times 
of peace we must meet govern- 
mental expenditures out of govern- 
mental revenues; We should not 
take bv taxation more than our re- 
quirements. But also we should not 
take less thin our requiremenis. 

In the budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1927, transmitted to 
the Conrress Dec. 7, 1925, ‘the. esti- 
mated receipts for the fiscal year 
1926 ere §3.881°'716.942 and the esti- 
mated expenditures $3,618,675,186. 
Actual receipts “for that year. were 
$3.962,755,.690.14, while actutal expedi- 
tures totaled but $3,584,987,;873.50—an 
increzse of $82.038.748.14 in oo 
over the budget estimate, and a 
crease in expérditure of $33,687,3 
below that estimate, whichis ne 


proximately 1 per cent. of the total , 


expenditure. This increasé An. re- 
ceipts and reduction in expenditure 
increasei the estimated surplus by 
$115;726,06C.64—from $262;041,756, the 
budget estimate, to $377,767,816.64, 
the actual surplus. 


Forecasts $383,079.095 Surplus. 


This brings us to the current fiscal 
year, of which five full months are 
now completed. The budget for 1927 
forecast for that year receipts 
$3,824,530,203, in expenditures $3,494,- 
222,308.44, and indicated a surplus of 
$330,307,894.56. This favorable fore- 
Cast made one year ago now may be 
made even ‘more favorable. With 
five months of the current year com- 
pleted, the estimate is now that our 
receipts will amount to $4,026,780,683 
and our expenditures $3,643,701, 593, 
vhus forecasting a surplus of $383,- 
079,095. 

While the revised estimate for 1927 
shows ah intrease of $52,771,200 in 
the surplus, ‘it also shows a net in- 
crease of $149,500,000 in the estimated 
expenditure tor that year. 

This net increase embraces a num- 
ber of.items in which changes, both 
increases and decreases, have oc- 
curred in the Year which has ensued 
sine the original estimate was made. 
On the increase side of the new esti- 
mate the a items are: Pen- 
sions, $41,000,000; construction of 
public buildings and vessels under 
the Treasury Department, $25,000,000; 
vocational rehabilitation, insurance 
and compensation under the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, $41,000,000; public 


debt reduction, $50,000,000. This last- ° 
mentioned item was due to a corre-" 
_sponding increase in the estimated 


receipts’of funds that are required by 
law to be applied to debt reduction 
as a result of new foreign funding 
agreements made during the year. 
The other items of increase are. due 
principelly to new legislation enacted 
during the year. On the decrease 


side the major items are adjusted 


service certificate fund, $24,000,000; 
increased receipts of the’ War fFi- 
mance Corporation, applied to. a re- 
/duction of expenditure, $15,000,000, 
and interest on publid debt( $i0,000,- 
000., Part of the inérease in esti- 
mated expenditure was provided by 
appropriation made during the last 
session of Congress. There remains 
to be provided at the present session 
of the Congress for the 1927 require- 
ments of the Veterans’ Bureau $28,- 
000,000, and for. pensions $41,000,000.

NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

The~estimates for the War and 
Navy Departments total $680,537,642. 
In addition to this they provide for 
availability through contract author- 
izations and allotments from the 
naval supply account of. -$5,900,000. 
Eliminating all non-military items, 
including the retired lists, this bud-. 
get provides $574,000,000 for our na) 
tional “defense. This is a very con-. 
siderable amount to spend for pro- 
tection in time of peace. No threat- 


ening cloud at the present time dark- 


ens the sky. Our intent and attitude - 
is one of peace’ and friendly“ regard 
toward all nations and peoples. This, 
however, is not sufficient warrant to 
neglect our defense and default on 
necessary precautions. ‘In ‘recofn- 
mending the amount herein carried 
for the army and-navy and ofher na- 
tional defense factors, I am fully sat- 
isfied thet with the wise administra- 
tion ‘we have reason to expect from 
those charged with its expenditure it 
will give us an adequate defense pro- 
gram. 

With regard to personnel, the -es- 
timates provide for the army an 
average of 11,861 commissioned offi- 
cers, 1,153 cadets, 1,219. warrant offi- 
cers, and 115,000 enlisted men, ex- 
clusive cf the Philippine Scouts, for 
which’ provision is-made to the num- 
ber of 6,882. For the navy, provision 
is made for an average of 7,231 com- 
missioned officerg, 1,479 warrant of- 
ticers, 1,545 midshipmen, and 82,500 
enlisted men,” and for the Marine 
Corps 1,020 commissioned officers, 
155 warrant officers, and 16,800 en- 
listed men. These, with! our highly 
trained and efficient National Guard, 
for which the estimates make pro- 
vision for an average personnel of 
180,000, give us the- rather formida- 
ble strength of 426,945. But we do 
not stop here.

For Adequate Military Preparedness. 


Taking all-of these into account, ‘we 
are really making provision for mil- 
itary and naval strength of more 
than 610,000 men. And this does not 
take into consideration the’ military 
and naval retired lists, which em- 
brace 14,167 officers and men, or the 
Coast Guard of. 11,969 officers and 
men-which, in time of emergency, 
becomes an integral part of our na- 
tional defense. Iam in favor of. ad- 
equate military préparédness, and so 
far as personnel is concerned we 
should certainly. have this from the 
funds carried in these estimates. 

While on the subject ef our na- 
tional defense, it is proper to state 
that no provision is made in the es- 
timates for the Navy Department for 
commencing the construction of the 
remnaining three of the eight light 
cruisers which the act of Dec. 18, 
1924,. authorizes’ to be ‘undertaken 
prior of July 1, 1827. This country is 
now engaged in negotiations to 


broaden our existing treaties with 
the reat powers. which deal with the 
eli ation of competition in naval 
armaments. I feel that it would be 


, unfortunate at this time, and not ‘in 


keeping with .our attitude toward 
these negotiations, to commence the 
construction of these three cruisers. 
Rather do I recommend to the Con- 
gress the enactment of legislation 
which will extend the time for begin- 
ning their construction. 

With regard to the improvement of 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, an appropri- 
ation of $1,000,000 is available this 
year for commencing dredging oper- 
ations.

Proposes $73,477,380‘for Air Defense. 


Briefly summarized, provision is 
made in this budget under the ap- 
propriation items for the air services 
and other items. which enter into the 
cost thereof, for a total of $73,477,380 
tor aviation of the army and the 
navy. This amount embraces $20,- 
600,000 for the procurement of new 
planes and $2,400,000 for the construc- 
tion of barracks and quarters at avi⸗ 
ation fields.

While discussing the subject of our 
air service, it is proper here to refer 
to the other provisions made in this 
budget for air navigation.

culin test is placing a heavy burden 
on the owners of dairy herds, since 
slaughter of infected animals is the 
accepted method.of eradication. The 
furnishing of pure milk is of vital 
importance to the health of the peo- 
ple. Because ofits interstate char- 
acter it is entirely proper that the 
Federal Government share with the 
States the cost of protecting the 
purity of this great food supply. The

FOREST CONSERVATION. 

The estimates carry a total of $22,- 
037,984 for the protection, pregerva- 
tion and consetvation of our forests.

acres, of which 158,000,000 acres are , 


in the national forests.’ With such 
generous forest resources we have 


_ been prone to consider the supply of 


forest materials inexhaustible. The 
constantly increasing demands to 
meet our growing needs, however, 
and the destruction of forests by fire 
are arousing. apprehension that in 
the comparatively near future indus- 
try may be seriously handicapped for 
lack of forest products. Important 
remedies to meet this situation are 


.fire prevention’ and reforestation. 


Throughout the forest regions - co- 
operative work in connection with 
protection of timber and reforesta- 
tion of lands has been highly devel- 
oped. In many of the States it is 
‘compulsory on private owners. - 

The. Clarke-McNary law contem- 
plates that the Federal. Government 
as. beneficiary in this cooperative 
‘work contribute. approximately one- 
founth the cost.: Since forest prod- 
ucts enter so largely into the neces- 
sities of all of our people, it is proper 
that the Federal Government stand

There are only 
two decisions ‘the Ambassadors can 
make. The first is that interallied 
control of Germany must be main- 
tained until further notice bécause of 
some one of several points where she 

may be lagging. The second is that 
interallied control can be withdrawn. 
at some early date—which will proba- 
bly be fixed definitely at Geneva this 
week—on’ the grounds. that Germany 
has satisfactorily complied with the 
Allies’ demands. 

The-results of either devisién are self- 
evident. If the:.Ambasasdors should

It is unneces- 
sary to talk o..importing birds to. re- 
stored areas. Their instincts will. bring 
them to the shelters. 

Every resident:-of city outskirts and 
country knows how easily he can at- 
tract wild birds to his home by provid- 
ing food, drink and protection for them 
regularly. Keeping cats away, nailing 
a chunk of suet to a pole and arrang- 
ing for a trickle of water that will not 
freeze. up are’ enough to bring them. 
Working for the same thing on a large 
scale will- prevent their — — 
from preserves.
